GAZA. - The horse being led into 
the Gaza surf yesterday seemed to 
have his own notions of how to 
spend a summer day. Swimming in 
the Mediterranean plainly wasn't

But the Arab youth pulling the 
reins Jed the animal steadily into the 
sea until it was chest-high in the 
water. To the rear, another youth 
with a pail scooped up water and 
long it onto the horse's back. 

“They're always taking their ani- 
mals into the sea,” said a soldier in 
the rooftop observation post.

“I calmed them down and 
showed them Sodom on the map.”

‘Leak of Husseini papers was one of history’s greatest blunders’

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir

Segal, a research scholar at the 
University of Maryland, is currently 
in Jerusalem on the third leg of what 
he terms his ‘“‘shuttle diplomacy.” In 
June. 1987. Segal met in Tunis with 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat and in 
April, 1988 spent time here canvass- 


ing Palestinian leaders on his pro- 
posals for a two-state solution. This 
time. Segal says, he has come to talk 
to the Israelis. 

A Palestinian declaration of inde- 
pendence, coupled with a “limited 
gesture towards recognition of Isra- 
el. is inevitable. Segal believes. 
“This is a crucial opportunity for 
peace,” he says, “which, if lost, will 
result in another 50 years of conflict 
and wars.” 

Segal founded the Jewish Com- 
mittee for Israeli-Palestinian Peace 
during the 1982 Lebanon War. He 
stepped up his involvement follow- 
ing his meeting with Arafat, ulti- 
mately coming to propose what he 
considers to be the only viable solu- 
tion: “self-determination for the 
Palestinians and security for Israel.” 

He has Israel's best interests at 
heart, he says. “Like other Jews, I 


am basically interested in a safe, 
humane and democratic Israel.”

“JF the IDF fails to observe the law, it will 
quickly turn into a gaggle of gangs.” 

The observation was not made by a prafes- 

sional jurist anxious to affirm the supremacy 
of the law over the supposed requirements of 
national security. It was made, in the cabinet 
on Sunday, by the IDF's Chief of Staff. Dan 
Shomron did pot. it seems, bother to explain 
himself. But his meaning should not have 
been hard to fathom. More than a few foreign 
armies have in recent years turned into lawless 
gaggles of gangs as they set out to suppress 
ethnic or political enemies from within. A 
gang-bang military behaviour may of course 
be formally legalized, but not by a civilized 
state determined to stay so. 
_ It is not too much to suggest that not all 
members of Israel's cabinet today subscribe to 
Rav-Aluf Shomron’s military philosophy. Ex- 
asperated by the refusal of the 9-month-long 
Palestinian uprising to die out. fearful that it 
may stack the political cards against Israel's 
permanent control of the territories. and de- 
termined to cut a suitably macho figure as 
they face the electorate, these national leaders 
would allow the army a free enough hand to 
end the “disturbances” in a matter of days. 
weeks at the most. 

What these national leaders are in effect 
suggesting is that. unless the Palestinian popu- 
lation quiets down and ceases to challenge 
Israeli authority, and does so right away, it 
should be considered a hostile army on the 
march against the Jewish state. 

The suggestion reflects a fairly popular 
opinion that peaceful Arab-Jewish coexis- 
tence in the Land is an impossible dream. This 


is believed to be proven by not only the persis-- 


tence but also the escalation of the intifada 
into outright terrorism, and its spilling over 
into Israel proper: by the terrorist infiltration 
attempt into Galilee, by the burning of a little 
baby riding a car down in the Katif region, by 
the hand-prenade mauling and wounding of 25 
persons both young and old in a Haifa pedes- 
trian mall. and by the petrol-bombing of a 
Jewish home in Or Yehuda - all within the 
past week. 

While the Palestinian-nationalist character 
of these anti-Jewish acts has not yet been fully 
established, to downplay such a succession of 


violent attacks would be not only dastardly, 
but most foolish. But it would be equally 
foolish, indeed impossible, to ignore the burn- 
ing to death of three Arab workers in their Or 
Yehuda shack and the savage beating of Arab 
workers in Givat Shmuel, appafently by 
young Jews, or the several worrisome in- 
stances of the killing of Palestinians, in and 
outside prison compounds, by army personnel 
apparently acting without due warrant. 

To try to precisely locate provocation and 
retaliation in a developing cycle of violence, is 
an exercise in futility. The real challenge is to 
stop the violence in a manner that would not 
amount to a guarantee of a worse outbreak in 
the future. 

The enforcement of !aw and order, and the 
suppression of violence, in the territories is 
the obligation of the constituted Israeli au- 
thority through its armed forces. But an IDF 
that conducted itself in the manner advocated 
by self-styled cabinet hard-liners would be 
divesting itself of any authority but that of 
brute force. and would be denying itself the 
right to be associated with a civilized state 
called Israel. It comes as no surprise that these 
hard-liners should so often be harking back to 
the harsh but gloriously simple pre-state days, 
when the organized Yishuv could afford to 
think but of its own interests and safely leave 
the unpleasant obligations of running a state 
to the hated British. 


The burden of running a state, at least such 
a state as Israel is committed to being, is 
pretty heavy indeed. It compels the avoidance 
of annexing occupied territories at will, of 
wilfully travestying international agreements, 
as well as of passing “laws” that would make 
barbarity, even if arguably Arab-style barbar- 
ity, the norm in fighting off an Arab 
insurrection. 

We could not, Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin told his cabinet critics this week, pass a 
law making it mandatory for soldiers to shoot 
every Arab child wielding a stone. That was 
not strictly true, of course. If a Knesset niajor- 
ity formed in support of such legislation, it 
could and would be duly enacted. But it would 
amount to an abdication of Israel's responsi- 
bility to itself, as a civilized state. 


Hot, and getting hotter 


WILTING as they do in the summer heat, 
Israelis may not be overly exercised by reports 
that their discomfort may have something to 
do with a global process of overheating. which 
could have an awesome effect on the environ- 
ment of planet Earth as early as the next 
century. And that only a concerted, and enor- 
mously costly, international effort could mini- 
mize the damage and prevent a worldwide 
catastrophe. 

The prediction is being made by scientists, 
not science-fiction writers. It is based on the 
“greenhouse effect” of gases which concen- 
trate in the atmosphere and. as it were, trap 
heat radiated back into space from the earth's 
surface. They include carbon dioxide, which is 
produced mainly by the burning of coal and 


oil, and, increasingly in recent years, chloro- 
fluorocarbons which are ‘emitted, for exam- 
ple, from aeroso] sprays. : 

Unless the emission of such gases is effec- 
tively. and promptly, checked worldwide, the 
outlook is for, among other baleful effects, 
the disappearance of winter as it has been 
known and the overflowing of many presently 
inhabited areas. 

In Montreal last September, 40 countries 
signed a protocol that would freeze and then 
teduce the production and use of chlorofluo- 
rocarbons. But the protocol still needs to be 
ratified, which it has not been, and then im- 
plemented. This country, as is its wont on 
environmental issues, has so far not even be- 
gun to move on this little matter.

Says Carmel's 
joint general manager Yehuda Nit- 
zani, “We all want one thing, to 
succeed, workers and management 
together, and with our joint forces, 
we will succeed.”” 

A member of the workers’ com- 
mittee at the plant, paged from the 
factory's guard-station, emerges 
from behind the sliding iron gate at 
the entrance of the factory and com- 
plains aboot an article in one of the 
afternoon dailies. 

“Journalists should leave this sub- 
ject.

After initial hostility, reluctance 
to speak, and some harsh words 
about the press, the unemployed 
waiting outside the local labour ex- 
change begin to express their opin- 
ions. Many of them are certain that 
there is but one reason they are 
unemployed: the Arabs. 

Said Shaul Haim, 46, a large man 
with the calloused hands of a long- 
time manualj labourer, who worked 
in Hadera before being fired three 
months ago: “Look at us, unem- 
ployed - only Moslems get work 
from Shapira. The Arabs are better 
than the Jews.” 

Added Yehezkei Armini, 22, who 
bas been unemployed for more than 
six months, jabbing his forefinger 
into the air for emphasis: “Arabs 
work, Jews don’t, Kahane will come 
and get the Arabs out. That's the 
only way we will find work. 1 want to 
get on ἴδε first plane out of this 
country, if only I could find money 
for a ticket.” 

This anti-Arab response is not 
new, but it is growing, says local 
council head Shabtai. Kahane re- 
ceived 200 votes out of 5,200 in the 
last elections, he says. 

“There is a feeling among many 
residents in the settlement that Ar- 
abs take their place, are willing to 
work for lower wages, there's a de- 


spondency that out of help- 
lessness.” says Shsbuai. 


FOLLOWING THE Arabs on 
the list of those to blame is the gov- 
ernment. Many among the unem- 
ployed are immigrants from Soviet 
Central Asia. They are bitter about 
government efforts to bring more 
immigrants from the Soviet Union, 
with no concern for employment 
possibilities. After a hushed conver- 
Sation in an Asian dialect, Andre 
Abynf is chosen as spokesman for a 
group of immigrants outside the em- 
ployment office. Abyuf, 37 and fa- 
ther of three, was laid off last week 
by an air-conditioning company in 
Herzliya.

A 
whole book wouldn't be large 
enough to describe all the existing 
herbs. With our limited space, I can 
Only try to give you some encour- 
agement and advice on growing 
some of the most important and 
common herbs in your own 5 

Let us first look at the four herbs 
mentioned in “Shir Hashirim,” the

Land. (In dry form, as bulbs, with 
their dry leaves twisted like tresses, 
these can be preserved a long time.

In Moses’ time, these 
bulbs were a νεῖν popular food in 
Egypt and used by the Pharaohs to 
feed the slaves building the 
ids. 


Until today, these plants are 
among the main ingredients of the 
Israeli kitchen. Many other kitchen 
herbs widely used in Israeli house- 
holds today grow wild here, and 
were probably known to our ances- 
tors. They include Foeniculum (shu- 
mar), Pimpinela (camnon), Daucus 
carota (geser, carrot - used to sweet~ 
en dishes instead of sugar which did 
not exist in ancient Israel), Corian- 
drum (kusbar or gad), Aprium (car- 
pas, celery) and Cuminum (camon). 
Parsley, the most used kitchen herb 
throughout the world, is 
to have been known already to the 
ancient inhabitants of this country. 
Originating in Greece (its Greek 


* name comes from petros. rock and 


selinos, plant) it may a 
brought originally by the seafaring 
Phoenicians who had a very devel- 
oped trade with Greece. 


HERBS CAN EASILY be intro- 
duced into simple everyday cooking 
— ail that is needed is the addition of 
sprigs or finely-chopped young 
leaves, either singly or in a mixture. 
Iremember how I enjoyed as a child 
the sance my mother cooked with 

dill which she served with 
meat and potatoes. (“Dill sauce™ it 
was called in Austria). My mother 
made it sour-sweet using and 
lemon-juice and it tasted delicions. 
in israel, dill (anethum, shevet or 
shamir) is widely used to pickle 


young cucumbers or for soups, sal- 
ads and fish dishes. Like parsley, dill 
reached this country long ago from 
Europe where it grows wild. 

1 know many amateur gardeners 
who grow their own herbs and vege- 
tables and have learned also how to 
use them best in cooking. I wouldn't 
say that every good gardener should 
be a good cook, but for myself I can 
say that gardening and cooking are 
my most satisfying hobbies. 


Long before recorded history. ; 


prehistoric man had a relationship 
to plants. He ate feaves, roots, fruit, 
flowers and seed. Some were nour- 
ishing, some were poisonous and 
killed, and others healed or stimu- 
Jated. This relationship went on 
from generation to generation. 
Theophrastes, a Greek botanist and 
pupil of Aristotle, wrote the first 
catalogue of herbs in 300 B.C., and 
Hippocrates (5th century B.C.), 
who was called “the father of medi- 
cine”, established the medical 
school of Cos, where healing by 
herbs was practised. Marco Polo, 
the Italian adventurer who re- 
mained in China 24 years, brought 
back many hitherto unknown flow- 
ers, herbs and seeds as well as fasci~ 
nating tales, one of them about the 
wonder-herb, ginseng, which an an- 
cient emperor ate daily and lived to 


In the Middle . monasteries 
became the centres of herba) study 
and each had its herb gardens plant- 
ed in formal, symetrical triangles, 
arabesques or other figurative 
styles. Omamenta! herbariums orig- 
inated in England and became very 
popular during the 17th century. 

Today, in Israel, amateur parden- 


ers plant herb comers in non-for- 
mal, natural styles. Many nurseries 


sell aromatic kitchen and medical : 


herbs im small flowerpots. They can 
be transplanted in all seasons to a 
sunny spot and should be watered 
regularly.

IF YOU think you hear the strains 
of a clarinet or the strings of a jazz __ 
guitar mingling with the car horns 
and ambient noise of downtown Je- 
Tusalem tonight, don't worry.

Fox, who is originally from the 
USS., is a professor of education at 
the Hebrew University and is the 
academic director of the Jerusalem 
Fellows, a training programme for 
τὰ Jewish educators in Jemsa- 

ἴῃ. 

In an interview last week in Jeru- 
salem, Fox pointed to some of the 
problems that the commission is ex- 
pected to address. 

“One of the most distressing sta- 
tistics in Jewish education in North 
America,” he said, “concerns the 
number of educators who are now 
getting professional training to work 
in this field. Only 146 people are 


now studying in degree programm 
for Jewish education today, which 
less than in the past. 

“Even if we add several dozen 
more who are now in general educa- 
tion and will later switch to Jewish 
education, this does not add up to 
much, especially if we keep in mind 
that there are about 3,000 senior 
positions in the field today, and 
some 30,000 teaching positions. 
And the burnout in this field is tre- 

Fox said that one of the most ur- 
gent needs of the field is to build up 
a Jewish education profession wor- 
thy of the name. There is a shortage

of qualified full-time personnel, sal- 
aries and prospects for professional 
advancement are poor, and the sta- 
tus of Jewish teachers in the commu- 
nity is low. 

There are other depressing fig- 
ures that could also be cited. he 
said, noting that the quality of many 
Jewish supplementary schools (af- 
ternoon and Sunday schools) is also 


poor. 

He is not one to despair, howev- 
er. His motto is “Jewish education 
hasn't failed, because it hasn't been 
tried.” 

“We'll have good educators when 
we decide to invest in them, and 
when we decide to take it seriously. 
Why should anyone go into Jewish 
education if they see it is not taken 
seriously by the community?" 


HE SAID that the commission 
could provide the impetus, the orga- 
nizational tools, and the financial 
resources to revolutionize Jewish 
education on the local level. 

- “The only way to build ἃ profes- 
sion is on a community-wide basis. 
Today there are few full-time teach- 
ers in supplementary schools, which 
is where most Jewish kids study. 
With a comprehensive plan of action 
in a large community, however, sev- 
eral hundred full-time positions 
could be created, by putting togeth- 
er packages supported by various 


eueeontl instinrtions, 

“For example, a full-time position 
could be made up of part-time 
teaching responsibilities in an after- 
noon school, a synagogue adult edu- 
cation programme, a community 
centre, and a local summer camp. 
But this requires a coordinated ef- 
fort by all these bodies, and more 
money to raise salaries and to pro- 
vide for opportunities for teachers 
to continue their Jewish studies.” 

Fox believes that this could be 
done by first establishing “ἀεπιοη- 
Stration centres” in several commu- 
nities, which would be later emulat- 
ed by others. “With demonstration 
centres, we can show what can hap- 
pen in this profession if we take it 
Seriously." 

While Fox clearly leans toward 
this type of strategy for the commis- 
sion, it has not yet decided where to 
place the emphasis in its work. Its 
goal, however, is to produce a re- 
port that will incorporate specific 
goals and sources of funding, to- 
gether with a plan of action that will 
define the role of each participating 
institution. 

In its work over the next 18 
months, the commission will consid- 
er whether to give priority to attract- 
ing unaffiliated Jews or to educating 
the conumitted; to stress early child- 
hood or later stages of education; to 
direct more resources to supplemen- 
tary schools or to day schools; to 
create new teacher-training institu- 
tions or to improve on-the-job train- 
ing.

One can never quite ascertain 
whether Isriel Fashion Weeks are a 
rip-roaring success or 2 dismal fail- 
ure.

But this is only the tip of the iceberg of the problems facing many residents 
in Brent and other London boroughs whose counciis are run by militant 
leftists. This reporter recently spoke to a number of Brent residents, both 
Jewish and gentile, and heard the most amazing and horrifying stories about 
their tsorres, especially regarding education. : 

Although it is commonplace to bemoan the decline in education levels, 
whether in Britain, Israel. the U.S.. or wherever, what is happening in the 
Brents of this world is in a quite different category. 

Apparently the council has, over a period of time, adopted a policy of 
“positive discrimination.” insisting that a fixed proportion of teachers be 
blacks or members of other minorities — all this with no regard to profession- 
al qualifications. As ἃ result, many schools have rapidly run downhill and 
parents are seeking alternative education for their kids. The few good 
schools in the borough are, of course, swamped by the demand. 

The options open to the distraught parents are either to try and enrol their 
kids in public schools, which are very expensive. or to move to a different 
borough where education services have reached the same sorry state. 

However, we were told, the area covered by the now-defunct Inner 

London Education Authority is a wasteland for this purpose. The only 
refuge lies in the outer boroughs, most of which have councils with a 
Conservative majority and whose schoo] systems are declining gently, rather 
than falling apart. 
But — and this is where things begin to get complicated -- moving to these 
boroughs is virtually impossible, because the long-running and massive 
boom in London residential property prices has taken prices in the outer 
boroughs beyond the reach of residents in the inner ones, unless they are 
prepared to move into smaller accommodation. 

Therefore, people are being squeezed out of London altogether. We were 
told of one family who sold their house in Kensal Rise, Brent, for £200,000, 
and bought an entire farm in Devon, well over 200 miles from the capital. ° 
This may be an extreme case, but the exodus from London to anywhere in 
any kind of commuting distance is well-documented, with housing prices in 
East Anglia doubling in the last two years, and those in choice South Coast 
areas soaring even faster. Just the other day, a simple beach-hut measuring 
50 square feet was put on the market for £12,000. 

The main problem facing the potential migrant is, of course, his or her 
job. If that is London-based, he or she must remain within commuting range 
Ξ a geographic area considerably expanded in recent years by a growing 
network of motorways, especially the M25 that circles the capital itself. 

The interplay of education services, which are the key concern of most 
families, job opportunities and commuting facilities, form a delicate equa- 
Gon, around which tens of thousands of people have to build their lives and 
family budgets. 

Last week, British Rail drove a train through this equation by announcing 
its intention to sharply hike the price of commuters’ season tickets from 
points more than 50 miles from London. It claimed that these commuters 
were paying only 4-5 pence per mile on the average, thereby subsidizing 
their colleagues who live nearer London and who pay ap average 12-13 
7 pence per mile travelled.

There aré growing indications that the next major 
development in the Leumigate scandal will stem from 
the investigation being mounted by the Securities Au- 
thority. . 

The Jerusalem-based company watchdog is expected 
to complete its probe of the massive salary and pension 
contracts Leumi’s former senior executives allegedly 
arranged for themselves by early September. Its report 
will then be passed τὸ the bank's current board for 
comments. 

However, if the authority's investigators tum up evi- 
dence of criminal violations by bank officials. it will 
presumably turn over the evidence to the attorney- 
general to prepare charges. It seems increasingly likely 
that this, in fact. is what will happen. 

The main focus of the investigation is expected to be 
the period in 1985-86 when former chairman and chief 
executive officer Emest Japhet, apparently abetted to be 
other former top officers, engineered a system of per- 
sonal contracts that included severance payments of 
millions of dollars for himself and his immediate depu- 
ties. This came at a cost to the bank. over the vears. of 
tens of millions of dollars. 

The more recent rumpus at Leumi, sparked by board 
member Shimon Shetreet's charges that the bank's cur- 
rent chairman, Meir Heth, had prevented the board 
from pressing charges against Japhet and others, is still 
Tumbling on. 

But this squabble, although deeply embarrassing to 
the bank and damaging to its already tarnished image at 
home and abroad, has no criminal undertones. Its for- 
mal basis is a conflict of opinion between Heth. who was 


the Bank of Israel's investigation into the Leumi board’s 
handling of the personal contract scandal. He also sent ἃ 
long letter defending his position to the Supervisor of 
Banks. Ammon Goldschmidt. This letter, too, was 
quickly leaked. 

Shetreet has made it clear that he believes Heth 
should resign as chairman, while Heth has complained 
of Shetreet's behaviour, which he sees as unbecoming 
and requiring Shetreet to stand down. Both men, how- 
ever, have consistently claimed they are not motivated 
by personal considerations, but are attempting to do 
their duty as they see fit. Bank Leumi’s board has hired 
a firm of private investigators to find the source of the 
leaks within the bank, and yesterday, the bank's board- 
room was combed for secret recording devices. 

Leumi's parent body, Otsar Hityashvuth Hayehudim, 
is pressuring both Heth and Shetreet to desist from 
washing their own, as well as the bank's, dirty linen in 
public, and Shetreet has indicated that he will continue 
to do so until the authorities involved move to deal with 
the issues at stake. 

Meanwhile, Leumi’s annual general meeting, which 
must re-elect Heth as chairman or propose a new one, 
and which was postponed because of Shetreet’s com- 
plaint to the Securities Authority in late May, may be 
held reschedule for a date within the next 2-3 weeks.

Little 
giant

TEL AVIV = On approaching the 
dusty basketball court buried in the 
back of the crumbling old Hapoel 
club in a run down section of Jaffa, [ 
spot the compact, muscular figure of 
Dov Groberman warming up alone 
among the overgrown weeds. The 
look of relaxed concentration on his 
face is conterbalanced by the ten- 
sion in his torso. 

The 23 year-old Greco-Roman 
style wrestler, who is to represent 
Israel in the Seoul Olympic Games 
next month, stands barely 1.55m 
tall. His massive shoulders and un- 
pretenious belief in himself project a 
hard-earned image as a Mighty 
Mouse. 

He will need every ounce of the 
miraculous mini cartoon character 
to perform wonders at Seoul. For at 
the Olympics, the Israeli wrestler. 
facing the world's best, has set his 
sights high — to finish among the top 
ten in bis 48kg category. The worid 
of imternational wrestling is one in 
which the top competitors are inti- 
mately familiar with each other, and 
Groberman knows exactly what to 


expect. 

“So much depends on the draw. If 
I don't have the misfortune of run- 
ning into one of the top competitors 
early on, I believe 1 can advance to 
the final stages of the competition.” 

At the past two world champion- 
ships his challenge was halted by the 
brick wall of unbeaten Soviet man. 
Mahadeen Alah Verdiyev, the un- 
disputed favourite for gold in Seoul. 
“After being well-beaten for the 
second time, I thought I was fin- 
ished”, he recounted with an ironic 
smile. “J just hope I don’t have to 
face him again.” 

Born in Kiev, Groberman settled 
with his family in Upper Nazareth at 
the age of eight. His next door 
neighbour in their immigrant shikun 
was Boris Reznik, who had been a 
wrestling coach in his native Russia. 
Under Reznik's wing, he took up 
the sport, gaining into international 
fecognition at the junior level! at the 
1981 World championships. A mod- 
est young man through and through, 
Groberman says he was totally tak- 
en aback at his haul of silver in the 
Greco-Roman style tournament and 
bronze in the freestyle event. 

“I prefer the Greco-Roman code; 
its demands on the upper-body and 
speed of reactions suit my tempera-

ment more than the more cumber- 
some free style event” he says in his 
pleasantly Russian-accented He- 
brew. 

“T don't really have a home nowa- 
days. Normally, I simply give the 
Wingate Institute as my address. I 
have a room there, which allows me 
to train all day long. To succeed as a 
wrestler in this highly competitive 
sporting world, you can’t afford to 
hold down a regular job as well.” 

He has been following an inten- 
sive daily schedule all year, starting 
with a 2% month long training camp 
in Oslo, continuing with long peri- 
ods in Romania and Sweden. In one 
Norwegian tournament he broke a 
rib midway through the semi-final 
fight. Typical of his determination, 
however, he fought on gamely, 
eventually defeating his rival. 

“I'm used to breaking ribs, I 
broke four in qualifying for the 
Olympic team. Wrestling is the most 
important thing in life, and side mat- 
ters like girlfriends have to take a 
back seat.” 

Not that Gruberman jis short of 
friends. A most personabje man, it's 
difficult not to be impressed by his 
wholesome personality. 

“T can't plan any further than Sep- 
tember. The German club Wieten 
07 have offered me a professional 
contract to wrestle over there, but 
I'm reserving my decision until after 
Seoul.” 

What about his relationship with 
Israel's other Olympic wrestler, 
American-bom Evan Bernstein? A 
glint appears in his intense brown 
eyes at the mention of a good friend. 
“The foreign press are always inter- 
ested in how an American and a 
Russian represent Israel. But really 
it doesn’t start there -- we're 
Israelis." 

As I leave, the muscle-bound 
wrestler offers his hand. It is a gen- 
tle shake. No vice-like grip is of- 
fered, he leaves that sort of thing for 
the wrestling mat. The sign of a 
genuine athlete.

Uses copters, machine guns 


Burundi army slaughters tribal enemies 


KIGALI. Rwanda (Reuter) - Bu- 
Tundi’s minority but dominant Tutsi 
tribe has been using the might of a 
modern army — helicopters, ar- 
moured vehicles, machine guns and 
bayonets - to slaughter the anarmed 
peasants of their ancient enemies, 
the Hutu, according to eyewitness 
accounts from refugees streaming 
into neighbouring Rwanda. 

Tribal bloodshed has raged for a 
week in northern Burundi. The mili- 
tary government in Bujumbura told 
‘Western diplomats on Monday that 
the death toll was about 5,000 and 
calm had been restored. Reports on 
Sunday had said 24.000 people were 
massacred, but this figure was ridi- 
culed by foreign diplomats on 
Monday. 

Official Burundian accounts have 
spoken only of attacks on Tutsi by 
“traitors and outsiders.” Tutsi refu- 
gees who fled to Rwanda in the first 
few days of last week were followed 
by a much larger flood of Hutu who 
said the army. dominated by the 
Tutsi, had moved in on Wednesday 
and launched a reprisal slaughter of 
the Hutu. 

According to a Western diplomat 
in Bujumbura, Foreign Minister Cy- 
prien Mbonimpa briefed foreign en- 
voys on Monday. saying he estimat-

ed that 5,000 people had died in 
outbreaks of violence. 

The minister did not mention any 
killing by the armed forces, the dip- 
lomat told Reuters by telephone. 
The area of the killings is closed to 
outsiders. Officials and U.N. refu- 
gee workers on the Rwandan side of 
the frontier have heard countless 
horrifying stories of the army massa- 
cre from the 35,000 Burundians who 
have fied north across the Akany 
river. ᾿ 

Among a mass of 7,000 refugees 
streaming away from the border in 
Rwanda's Kibayi district this week- 
end was Antoine Kavakure, a mid- 
die-aged farmer from Marangara 
district in Burundi’s Ngozi province, 
and one of his six children. He does 
not know what has happened to his 
wife and five other children. 

Kavakure told Reuters that when 
the army summoned the peaple of 
his district to a meeting on Wednes- 
day he stayed away but watched 
from a safe distance while a large 
crowd of Hutu gathered at the local 
government headquarters. 

“The soldiers opened fire on the 
crowd,” he told said. ‘Helicopters 
pursued and gunned down people 
who tried to escape.” Rwandan

ΕἸ Al expanding air 
links with South Africa

TEL AVIV - El Al said yesterday it 


. was about to expand Israel's air 


links with South Africa. despite For- 
eign Ministry objections. but with 
the blessings of the Transport Minis- 


The new plan calls for increasing 
El Al and South African Airways 
flights between Tel Aviv and Johan- 
gesburg. At present each airline op- 
erates one flight ἃ week -- and ΕἸ Al 
officials have long believed they 
could fill more seats. 

The traffic includes not only Is- 
raelis and South African Jews, but 
also others who use Israel as a stop- 
over on their way to Europe. This 
route is considered preferable to the 
circuitous one around West Africa 
which SAA planes are forced to 
take because they are barred from 
African air space. 

According to the new agreement, 
each airline will increase its flights. 
especially during holidays, until 


next spring. 

An El Al team is to fly to Johan- 
nesburg next month to work out a 
long-term arrangement, begining 
next spring, and possibly involving a 
joint veature. 

The agreement has aroused the 
Foreign Ministry’s ire because it 
runs counter to Israel's attempts to 
restrict ties with the white-ruled 
government. 

The Foreign Ministry wrote to ΕἸ 
Al on August 7 that it opposed ex- 
panding Israel's air links with South 
Africa. Many countries have re- 
stricted their air links: Pan Am and 
Australia’s Qantas have discontin- 
ued their flights to South Africa, 
and some European carriers have 
scaled down their operations. 

Transport Minister Haim Corfu 
backed the national carrier's plan 
and said he was not aware of any 
Foricign Ministry objections. “If 
they did object, they must have said 
rs into their sleeve,” he told The

one soldier at the gate firing rubber 
bullets at a man in his late 20s. 

In the West Bank, streets were 
deserted as Palestinians shuttered 
their shops during a strike called by 
the underground leadership of the 
uprising to protest against tax raids 
by the Civil Administration. 

The worst incident occurred Sun- 
day night at the Askar refugee camp 
in Nablus, when soldiers arrived to 
make arrests. An IDF spokesman 
said five persons were wounded 
while soldiers carried out “‘an initiat- 
ed operation” in the camp, and oue 
of the wounded later died. 

Palestinian sources in Nablus said 
three armed men in civilian clothes 
had walked into the camp, and 
youths on the lookout for troops 
passed on warnings that Israeli secu~ 
rity men or settlers had arrived. The 
armed men opened fire without 
provocation, wounding the five 

according to the sources. 

Ahmad Shaghaubi, 22, who was 
shot in the back, was brought to 
Ittihad Nisa‘i Hospital from the 
Nablus military government build- 
img more than two hours after the 
incident, according to local sources. 
He was operated on, but died early 
yesterday. 

_His body was taken from the hos- 
Pital and buried in a funeral proces- 


sion at Askar despite the curfew im- 
posed on the Nablus area, and 
clashes erupted after the burial, ac- 
cording to local sources. 

Unrest was reported in Nablus 
Sunday night after the wounded 
were brought from Askar and calls 
were made to contribute blood. 
Some 200 persons gathered at the 
hospital, others chanted slogans 
from rooftops, and some took to the 
streets, according to local reports. 
Troops fired tear-gas and shots in 
the air to disperse the gatherings, 
according to the reports. 

A curfew was announced at 4 
a.m. Military sources said the move 
was taken to preempt possible dis- 
turbances during the day-long 
strike. were also in force at 
the al-Amari refugee camp near Ra- 
mallah and at the Tulkarm refugee 
camp. 

In Kalkilya, a masked youth was 
shot in the leg when he tried to 
throw a petrol bomb at soldiers, mil- 
itary sources said. 

A teenager was shot and wounded 
at the Nur Shams refugee camp near 
Tulkarm. Palestinian sources said 
the teenager was shot by an Israeli 
civilian after a bus was stoned near 
the camp. Military sources said the 
IDF had not fired live ammunition 
while breaking up disturbances. The 
IDF and police are investigating the 
incident. 

Palestinian sources reported a 
man was wounded during a clash in 
Tulkarm, and a youth was wounded 
in the leg at a-Zawiya, south of 
Tulkarm. 

Rock-throwing was also rted 
yesterday in the Hebron wan, at 
Ramallah and the village of Dura al- 
Kara, north of Ramailah. 


reported seeing helicopters flying 
over the killing fields in adjoining 
areas of Burundi, and refugees re- 
port both helicopters and armoured 
personnel carriers being used in the 
massacres. 

The Tutsi. a cattle-herding peo- 
ple, have lorded it over Hutu farm- 
ers in the fertile, well-watered lands 
at the northern end of Lake Tangan- 
yika since pre-colonial times. Rwan- 
da has ἃ similar tribal make-up but 
the Rwandan Hutu overthrew Tutsi 
domination at the end of Belgium's 
colonial rule. 

The last big bout of tribal blood- 
letting in Burundi took place in 1972 
when the Tutsi responded to a Hutu 
challenge with mass slaughter and 
the death toll was put by foreign 
experts at 100,000 or more. 

The climax of the 1972 slaughter 
was described in a committee of the 
U.S.Congress as “government-sanc- 
tioned massacres.” The Hutu, 
among whom those with education 
or leadership positions were particu- 
lar marked for extermination, have 
never since raised a serious chal- 
lenge to Tutsi rule. 

This month's bloodshed, howev- 
er, surprised diplomats in the region 
who had noted what they believed 
was a relaxation of tribal strains. A
